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Ruling is 
delivered 
on plans 
complaint 

THE controversial decision 
by Shropshire Council to 
approve a new £45 million 
supermarket and leisure 
development in Oswestry 
was ‘properly reached in 
most respects’, the local gov¬ 
ernment ombudsman has 
ruled. 

A complaint was made to 
the ombudsman by the 
Oswestry Coalition cam¬ 
paign group after council¬ 
lors approved plans for the 
redevelopment of the town’s 
Southfield livestock site on 
Shrewsbury Road. 

The coalition alleged the 
council acted wrongly in 
how it approved the plan¬ 
ning application. 

But ombudsman inspec¬ 
tor Neil Mackay said he was 
discontinuing his inspection 
after scrutinising the deci¬ 
sion taking by councillors at 
a crunch planning meeting 
in October 2010. 

The inspector said the 
decision was properly 
reached in most respects and 
he flagged up only two issues 
where the authority should 
have acted differently. 

One was that Shropshire 
Council should have made it 
clearer that Councillor Mar¬ 
tin Bennett, who made rep¬ 
resentations, was a town 
councillor and had an inter¬ 
est in the decision because 
Oswestry Town Council 
owned land at the Smith- 
field. 

Mr Mackay’s other criti¬ 
cism was that Shropshire 
Council should have dealt 
with the coalition’s com¬ 
plaints ‘more fully and 
promptly’.

“The feedback was very positive, particu¬ 
larly during the afternoons of the week run¬ 
ning up to Christmas itself and we have now 
asked the council to repeat the gesture this 
year. 

“Christmas plans were discussed at last 
week’s meeting and it was agreed that Fri¬ 
day night opening in December was not suc¬ 
cessful last year. 

Develop 


NEW restaurants and jobs are on the menu 
on the Shropshire border and mid Wales 
thanks to the Welshpool-based Gastronomy 
Foods. 

The company, which already operates 11 
KFC restaurants in the area including 
Shrewsbury, will open its 12th outlet in 
Oswestry by the new year. And bosses say 
they plan to open a total of 20 restaurants 
within the next five years, doubling its exist¬ 
ing, 280-strong workforce. 

It follows the company’s securing of a new 
finance package from HSBC Commercial 
Bank to refinance existing debt and addi¬ 
tional facilities to support its growth. It 
expects to recruit between 35 and 40 
employees for the new Oswestry restaurant, 
which will be at the Gateway Services on the 
A5. Building work is due to start shortly. 

The company, which turned over £9 mil¬ 
lion last year, was founded by Akram Khan. 

Mr Khan said: “We have very ambitious 
plans in place to grow our business .” 

He added: “We support over 200 families 
and we aim to double that by opening new 
restaurants in the region over the next five 
years. 

“We are very much focused on the people 
and I eventually plan to sell shares in the 
business to our employees to recognise their 
importance to the company.” 


“Members felt it was not worth repeating 
this year, however, a suggestion was made 
that Tuesday night could be late opening in 
December and we shall develop this idea in 
the coming weeks. 

“Free parking on all Friday nights in 
December is not requested, but we are still 
in discussion with members about the idea 
of one late night Friday. 

“If we go with this, I would hope the coun¬ 
cil might offer free parking on that night as 
well as in the week leading up to Christ¬ 
mas,” he added. 

“The general feeling is that Friday night 
shopping did not work in Oswestry,” said 
chamber vice chairman Rachel Edwards. 

“Other towns in the area had established 
shopping nights on Fridays and the feed¬ 
back from businesses in the town was that 
many thought it a waste of time opening 
when shoppers did not come out to support 
them.” 

The chamber is also organising a Christ¬ 
mas Extravaganza on December 15 with a 
parade and other initiatives to help boost 
trade. 

A best dressed Christmas Window and 
market stall competition is also being held.

A WELSHPOOL man con¬ 
verted two bedrooms and an 
airing cupboard into a 
cannabis growing operation 
so he could make drug laced 

Kevin Griffiths, 46, of 
Brynyddol, was growing 24 
plants valued at £7,130 at 
his home when it was raided 
by police officers on January 
24. 

Griffiths admitted a 
charge of being concerned in 
the production of cannabis 
at Welshpool Magistrates 
Court and the case was 
adjourned for a Newton 
hearing on October 31. 

Mr Stephen Davies, prose¬ 
cuting, said officers 
attended the defendants 
home address at 11am on 
January 24 after a tip-off 
and forced their way in and 
found 12 plants in one bed¬ 
room, 12 in the airing cup¬ 
board and empty pots in 
another bedroom. 

Mr Davies said that Grif¬ 
fiths was arrested and inter¬ 
viewed, where he told 
officers that he had been 
growing the drug for his own 
use. 

“He would turn it into a 
butter and then make cakes 
with it, eating them before 
taking part in ‘extreme’ 
sports to help him with con¬ 
fidence,” he said. 

Mr Huw Williams, for 
Griffiths, said that his client 
had only used the drugs him¬ 
self and they had not been 
passed or sold on to anyone 
else. 

The case was adjourned 
until October 31. 

Decision on 
biomass bid

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A TEENAGER found dead on a railway line on 
the Shropshire border had been partying all 
night and much of the day before the tragedy. 

Karwyn Owens, 18, from Penywaun, Chirk, was hit by a 
train on the Shrewsbury to Chester line near Cefn Mawr at 
5.38pm on October 30 last year. 

A jury at the coroner’s court in Mold decided that Mr 
Owens’s death was an accident. 

Acting coroner for north 
Wales, Mr John Gittins said 
it appeared that Mr Owens 
had become so fatigued from 
the partying that, when 
walking home, he had sat 
down on the railway line and 
was so exhausted he did not 
hear the train. 

The jury heard from fam¬ 
ily and friends that the 
teenager had been full of life. 

His mother, Miss Chelsea 
Jones said: “Karwyn was 
just like a ray of sunshine. 
He was full of life, he was 
happy and didn’t like to see 
anyone sad. 

“I know in my heart there 
was not one grain of any¬ 
thing that pointed to suicide, 
he lived for life. He was my 
legend.” 

Train driver, Mr Philip 
Holmes, said he came round 
a sharp bend and didn’t see 
Mr Owens, only hearing a 
loud bang. He brought the 
train to a halt and he and the 
guard left the train to inves¬ 
tigate. 

A camera mounted on the 
front of the train showed Mr 
Owens sitting on the line. 
He did not move as the train 
approached. 

The medical cause of 
death was multiple injuries. 

The jury heard from sev¬ 
eral people who had been out 
with Mr Owens that night. 

They went from Wrexham 
to Ruabon then onto a house 
party in Cefn Mawr. 

Detective Sergeant David 
Goddard said there had been 
an investigation into Mr 
Owens’s death which had 
decided there were no suspi¬ 
cious circumstances. 


Damning 
report on 
poor state 
of the roads 

POWYS has the worst roads 
in Wales, with one in five 
described as ‘poor’ a new 
report has revealed. 

The Welsh Local Govern¬ 
ment Association Report 
said 19.6 per cent of roads in 
the county were deemed to 
be in a bad state compared to 
the Welsh average of 13.5 
per cent. 

Powys County Council 
said it recognised invest¬ 
ment was needed and would 
be spending £13 million on 
its roads over the next few 
years. 

Gwynedd boasted the best 
highways with just 6.4 per 
cent classed in the category. 
The bad weather was 
blamed on the conditions of 
the road by the report’s 
authors. 

The report said that high¬ 
ways improvements will 
receive a £60 million boost in 
2012-13, but it is not known 
how much of that will go to 
Powys. 

The report says: “High¬ 
ways improvements will 
receive a boost as a result of 
the Local Government Bor¬ 
rowing Initiative with £60 
million of investment in 
2012-13.”

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Pub given 
go-ahead 
to be open 
for longer 

A VILLAGE pub will be 
allowed to stay open later 
despite claims this will make 
nearby residents’ lives a ‘liv¬ 
ing hell’. 

Neighbours feared chan¬ 
ges to the licence at The 
Keys in St Martins near 
Oswestry would turn it into 
a ‘virtual nightclub’. 

But landlord John Smout 
told a Shropshire Council 
licence committee the varia¬ 
tion on the licence was part 
of his plans to develop the 
pub for the good of the com¬ 
munity. Among the licence 
variations he wanted was to 
be able to serve until 2am at 
the weekends and have live 
music on weekend after¬ 
noons outside. 

Nine villagers had 
objected to his plans and 
raised fears about crime and 
disorder, noise nuisance and 
public safety, yesterday’s 
licence meeting heard. 

Objector Liz Davies said 
she feared the changes 
would bring about the same 
problems residents who 
lived near Oswestry’s for¬ 
mer The Vic nightclub 
endured before it closed. 

She said the changes were 
‘totally unacceptable and 
would make everybody’s 
lives in the vicinity a living 
hell’, adding: “I don’t wish to 
see our village pub turned 
into a virtual nightclub.” 

Councillors on the com¬ 
mittee agreed to the varia¬ 
tion as long as certain 
conditions were followed.

Cricketer escapes jail after

AN OSWESTRY cricketer has avoided jail after admitting in court to 
being a drug dealer. 

Oswestry Cricket Club batsman Sam Huxley sold cannabis to his friends to fund his own 
habit, Shrewsbury Crown Court heard. Police found 60 grammes of cannabis with an esti¬ 
mated street value of £600 when they raided 26-year-old Huxley’s home in Morda Road, 
Oswestry, in May. 

A total of £1,200 in cash was also found, along with drugs paraphernalia including scales, 
pipes and small bags.

Police team up 
in crackdown 
on metal theft 

POLICE across Wales have teamed up to 
launch an operation to crack down on metal 
theft. 

All four Welsh police forces, including 
Dyfed Powys Police, are taking part in the 
operation, which has already seen successes 
in other parts of the UK. 

All scrap metal dealers in Wales will be 
approached and encouraged to take part in a 
scheme where they only buy scrap metal 
from individuals that are able to provide 
photographic proof of their identity. 

This will include either a photo card driv¬ 
ing licence including an address, or a pass¬ 
port or national ID card supported by a 
utility bill, which must be under three 
months old and show their address. 

In local authority areas where ID schemes 
are already established for itinerant collec¬ 
tors, then this will also include a local 
authority issued photo ID card. 

The operation is being spearheaded by the 
Association of Chief Police Officers (ACPO) 
and British Transport Police. 

Detective Chief Inspector Greg Williams 
said the assistance from scrap metal dealers 
in the area is key to effectively combating 
the crime. He said: “This is a crime which 
can cause great distress to victims and has a 
great impact on the public, causing signifi¬ 
cant damage to communities, businesses as 
well as the UK’s infrastructure: telecommu¬ 
nications; rail and power networks.” 

Anyone who has any information about 
metal thefts can call 101 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555 111. 


Shrewsbury Magistrates’ Court one charge 
of possessing the drug with intent to supply 
and another of possession. 

Judge Peter Barrie told Huxley: “You 
have accepted being a user for many years. 

“Your possession became very much more 
serious when you not only used it but sup¬ 
plied it to your circle of friends and equipped 
yourself with scales and bags on a regular 
basis.” 

Remorse 

Judge Barrie said guidelines suggested a 
sentence of one year in prison but he took 
account of Huxley’s previous good charac¬ 
ter, that he had shown genuine remorse. 

He sentenced him to 16 weeks in prison, 
suspended for a year, and ordered him to do 
100 hours of unpaid work. Huxley was also 
ordered to be under the supervision of the 
Probation Service for a year and to attend 
community substance abuse sessions. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecuting, told the 
court Huxley said in police interview after 
the raid on his home that he had been using 
drugs for 10 years. 

He said he had sold drugs to his flatmate 
and would supply them to his close circle of 
friends. 

Mr Mark Sharman, for Huxley, told the 
court his client was ‘justifiably proud’ of 
playing cricket for the Oswestry First XI. 

He added: “His key motivation was to sus¬ 
tain his habit.”

The firm said having the full line built 
overhead would cost £75 million while hav¬ 
ing the full line underground would cost 
£445 million. 

Mr Paterson’s office has confirmed that 
the cabinet minister, who took over the envi¬ 
ronment portfolio in David Cameron’s 
reshuffle last week, would attend the talks. 

The public meeting has been organised by 
Shropshire Council leader Keith Barrow. 

He said: “I am strongly opposed to any 
plans that would see pylons springing up 
across large areas of the county’s country¬ 
side because of the negative impact this 
would have on the landscape, on local com¬ 
munities, and on the county’s economy. 
Pylons would not only be a blot on the land¬ 
scape, they would also deter people from vis¬ 
iting Shropshire and spending money.” 

Jonathon Wilkinson from Montgomery¬ 
shire Against Pylons said the group gave a 
guarded welcome to the minister’s appoint¬ 
ment. 

Mr Wilkinson said: “We welcome the fact 
that we have an environment minister who 
is well aware of the issues around the Mid 
Wales project and the problems of its associ¬ 
ated infrastructure.”

Big clampdown 
on car parking 

OSWESTRY Town Council is continuing to 
clamp down on motorists who fail to pay for 
parking in the car parks it operates, a new 
report has revealed. 

Councillors were told at a meeting last 
night, Wednesday, the authority has a ‘full 
enforcement policy’ against non payers on 
its three car parks. 

And the latest statistics demonstrate 
action will be taken against non payers. In 
2011/12 there were 891 excess charge 
notices issued by the council. 

That was an increase on the previous year 
when 758 excess charge notices were issued. 

Council finance officer Roger Dyke said in 
a report the markets and car parks commit¬ 
tee: “Once enforcement charge notices are 
issued, a fee of £40 is payable within 24 
hours, £80 thereafter. Following issue, a 
period of 14 days is given for payment.” 

Mr Dyke said if the fine was not paid 
Shropshire Council was asked to commence 
legal proceedings. 


At the time Shropshire Council said it 
would help make the town centre more 
attractive to shoppers and visitors. 

However this year has seen the closure of 
four of the main stores in Cross Street - the 
High Street shops Burtons, Peacock and 
Bon Marche and the Clinton’s card shop. 
The Bewise store has been closed for several 
years and now the Stead and Simpson’s 
shop in Bailey Street has a closing sale. 

Town councillors heard at their last meet¬ 
ing that a traffic impact study was under 
way as part of a larger project looking at 
Cross Street revitalisation and Roft Street 
improvements. 

Data and consultations with retailers, 
shoppers and residents are being collated 
and analysed. 

A report to the meeting was told that the 
effects of any change to the road network 
were also being considered and results 
would be known towards the end of Septem¬ 
ber or October. 

A look at the traffic flows in Oswestry is 
just one of the initiatives by the Oswestry 
Joint Economic Board which has been allo¬ 
cated £75,000 has been allocated to help 
regenerate Oswestry Town Centre with the 
main focus on the retail areas of the town. 

As well as commissioning a Traffic Impact 
Study for the town the board, it is also look¬ 
ing to explore other opportunities including 
business start-ups for young people and 
business mentoring.

MP will tackle Defra job 
with verve and knowledge

THE Prime Minister has just called 
you into No 10 to tell you that you 
have been promoted in the first, 
and potentially make-or-break, 
shuffle of his ministerial team, so 
what do you do when you leave 
Downing Street? 

Pop into the Red Lion across the road for 
a celebratory drink? 

Return to your old department to say 
goodbye to what are now ex-colleagues? 

Or hare over to your new department in 
Smith Square to check out the view across 
Westminster from your new office? 

If you are Owen Paterson, MP for North 
Shropshire, the answer is: none of the above. 
Instead, you race to the House of Commons 
to chair a meeting on Shropshire’s railways. 

David Cameron last week moved Mr 
Paterson from the Northern Ireland Office 
to become Secretary of State for the Envi¬ 
ronment, Food and Rural Affairs. 

But it was the constituency issue which 
came first after the PM had broken the 
news. The Tory MP has always put the peo¬ 
ple of North Shropshire on top of his agenda. 

From the day he took over the seat from 
John Biffen, he knew he had a hard act to fol¬ 
low and that the first rule to follow is that 
constituents must never be neglected. 

There are no half measures for Owen 
Paterson. He doesn’t just throw himself into 
a task or a new job, he leaps into it like an 
Olympic long-jumper. 

When he first entered Parliament in 1997, 
I used to liken him to Tigger, from the Win¬ 
nie the Pooh stories. Bursting with energy 
and enthusiasm, he bounded around the 
House of Commons - sometimes landing on 
other people’s feet. 

Like the rest of his family, he likes horses 
and riding. But, despite nearly breaking his 
neck in a fall 13 years ago, he doesn’t just 
trot along Welsh border lanes.

Last summer he and his equally adven¬ 
turous wife, Rose, raced across the deserts 
of Mongolia on mounts they had never seen 
before. Bonkers or what? No half measures. 

While other experienced riders fell by the 
wayside with broken limbs or exhaustion, 
they made it to the finish. 

When he was shadow agriculture minis¬ 
ter, he travelled the world finding out how 
successful fishing nations made catches 
without stripping the oceans. Watch out for 
changes the Common Fisheries Policy. 

As shadow transport minister, he trav¬ 
elled through Europe and North America 
looking at transport systems and policies. 

Then, out of the blue, came the call from 
David Cameron inviting Mr Paterson into 
the shadow cabinet. It was July 2,2007, and 
the new man in the Tory top team called me 
with the news. I thought he sounded unusu¬ 
ally hesitant (something he disputes), but 


there was no doubt he was surprised. Here 
was a man from the Conservative Right 
with strong views on Europe, a former par¬ 
liamentary private secretary to Iain Dun- 
can-Smith during the current Work and 
Pensions Secretary’s years as leader. 

Mr Paterson took on his new role across 
the Irish Sea with verve, re-establishing 
links with the Ulster Unionist Party, a move 
which hasn’t proved electorally successful. 

After the inconclusive general election in 
May, 2012, he kept his Ulster job as Secre¬ 
tary of State in the Coalition and set about 
trying to boost the province’s economy, 
fighting for a reduction in corporation tax. 

He also had the difficult task of publish¬ 
ing the Saville Report into Bloody Sunday, 
and he brought about a £200 million 
increase in funding for security. 

This week’s riots in North Belfast will 
have been deeply disappointing to him. 


Mr Paterson was, and remains, a cam¬ 
paigner for the eradication of bovine tuber¬ 
culosis. He broke records by tabling 600 
parliamentary questions on the issue. 

He supports moves to control TB in badg¬ 
ers. Through his family background, he has 
a wide knowledge of rural affairs. Regular 
reading includes the Farmers’ Guardian. 

Expect some sensible input into the price 
of milk paid to dairy farmers. There will be 
greater tensions between the Environment 
and Energy departments following Mr 
Paterson’s appointment. He hates electric¬ 
ity pylons and he’s not a fan of subsidies for 
renewables. Sparks will fly. 

The new Environment Secretary is also a 
supporter of shale gas production. 

In his official biography on the party web¬ 
site, he lists trees as an interest. Owen 
Paterson is a countryman at heart, but 
green isn’t necessarily his favourite colour.

MANUFACTURER WON’T GIVE ME A REFUND FOR FAULTY JACKET 


Q: In July this year I bought a very expensive jacket from a shop. The label claimed it was ‘fully waterproof and breathable’. A few weeks later I was caught 
in a heavy rain storm and when I took the jacket off later, my clothes underneath were soaking wet. I emailed the manufacturer who suggested I must have 
washed the jacket in a non-recommended product. I replied that it had not been washed at all. Now the manufacturers have agreed to send a pre-paid bag to 
return the jacket for testing. They say if it proves to be faulty they will provide a free replacement to the same value, but not a refund. Unfortunately I don’t like 
anything in their current range. What should I do? 

A: Under consumer law your jacket must be of satisfactory quality. It must last for the time you would expect it to and be free of any defects. It must be fit for 
the use described or any specific use you made clear to the trader at the time of purchase. 

You should return the goods to the shop immediately. Under consumer law you are entitled to a refund if you reject the goods within a reasonable period of 
time due to the goods not being of satisfactory quality. In your case a very short period of time has elapsed so you may be entitled to a refund. 

Further, the Sale of Goods Act states that if a product develops a fault within the first six months, the assumption will be that you should get an automatic 
repair or replacement. After that time you may have to prove the fault was not due to misuse.

ANDREW Finch talks about 
the reality of the poll tax - or 
Community Charge - and 
then reveals a tiny part of it. 

The whole reality of the 
situation was that this tax 
benefited the rich, while 
costing 60 per cent of the 
population more. 

The poll tax was a flat rate 
tax that was paid by each 
adult in the household, with 
few exceptions. 

Before the advent of this 
‘fairer option’ the rates on 
my council-owned property 
stood at £310 per annum - 
afterwards they increased to 
£975.90. 

The problem was that my 
wife did not work and my 
son worked only part-time, 
we did not - and we never 
have - claimed any benefits 
for unemployment, housing 
or sickness. 

Having explored all local 
areas for a solution I wrote 
to Parliament, to Chris Pat¬ 
ten, requesting relief for a 
non-earning wife. 

He quoted the example of 
a man earning £30,000 a 
year with a non-earning wife 
living next door to a couple 
who were both earning 
£20,000. And the unfairness 
of my suggestion, with a 
total income of £10,000 the 
example was lost on me. 

Unfortunately my savings 
disappeared before the Poll 
Tax did.

DURING a recent meeting at 
Llanymynech to discuss the con¬ 
troversial plans to connect a wind 
farm to the National Grid via a 
400kV power line, NFU Cymru 
Montgomery County Chairman 
Edward Chapman said, the meet¬ 
ing ‘served to provide members 
with technical advice and sup¬ 
port’. 

He also said: “The only acceptable 
solution to our membership is for it to 
be laid underground and without 


impacting unduly on the ability to farm 
the land during and after installation.” 

It is a pity they did not discuss the 
economics and mechanics of such a 
suggestion as well. 

I would not wish to see my power bill 
escalate to pay for the high cost of 
underground 400kV cables. Believe 
me, we would all have to pay via our 
power bills - who else is there to foot 
the bill? 

The only common sense solution is 
not to build the wind farm in the first 
place, then there would be no require¬ 


ment for 400kV grid routes or indeed 
sub-stations. 

As an example, the new 2000MW 
CCGT power station in Pembroke, 
which will export power to England, 
does not require a new grid route or 
sub-station. 

We should all know by now how 
scenery-destroying, ineffective, health- 
threatening and costly wind farms 
truly are. They are, without question, 
the economic folly of the madhouse.

Police spokeswoman Maria Wilkinson 
said officers were sent to an address in the 
town at 6pm to speak to the man and 
entered the property at 9pm to detain him. 

She said the man was detained safe and 
well and was passed into the care of the 
medical professionals.

Plane plan 
for police 
force is 
criticised 

A POLITICIAN has criti¬ 
cised plans to replace the 
Dyfed Powys Police helicop¬ 
ter with a fixed-wing air¬ 
craft. 

The UK Government is 
proposing to reduce the 
number of helicopters oper¬ 
ated by police forces across 
the UK by creating the 
National Police Air Service. 

The move would see Dyfed 
Powys Police’s helicopter 
replaced with a fixed wing 
aircraft - a plan which has 
been criticised as ‘comple¬ 
tely unsuitable’ for Powys. 
Now all eight MPs in the 
area policed by the force 
have called for the Govern¬ 
ment to rethink its proposal. 

Montgomeryshire MP 
Glyn Davies said that he did 
not see how a ‘fixed wing air¬ 
craft in any way replaces a 
helicopter’ and that the con¬ 
sequences of such a move 
would be a ‘much, much 
poorer service for the people 
of Mid Wales’. He said: “I am 
not against the idea of a 
national air force, I think 
that is very sensible. But the 
idea of replacing a police hel¬ 
icopter with a fixed wing air¬ 
craft just does not work in 
this area.” 

Mr Davies said the ability 
to land and manoeuvre 
quickly was vital in Mid 
Wales. He said: “A fixed wing 
aircraft can’t land and so 
much of this part of Wales 
you just can’t get from one 
part to another quickly.”

Town's main parking spots 
sell 26,000 fewer tickets 


THIS summer there have been just over 
825,087 tickets issued at the main Central 
car park and the Smithfield Street and 
Horsemarket car parks. 

However, the figure is almost 26,000 tick¬ 
ets less than the previous year. 

Councillors debated the drop in visitors to 
the car parks between April and August this 
year at a meeting last night, Wednesday. 

A report from finance officer, Roger Dyke, 
said the main drop was in those buying four 
to six hour tickets, just 18,000 compared to 
more than 100,000 last year. 

However, some of that drop was balanced 
by those paying for the cheaper, one to two 
hour and two to four hour tickets. 

The main decrease was at the large, Cen¬ 


tral car park. Mr Dyke said income to the 
council from the Central park was £181,256 
this year compared to £186,723 last year, a 
decrease of three per cent. 

Income also dropped slightly at the 
Smithfield Street although there was an 
increase of 3.4 per cent in income at the 
Horsemarket, where 50,338 tickets have 
been issued over the past four months. 

Saturdays are the busiest day, with an 
average of around 2,000 motorists visiting 
each day. 

Thursday, which was once half day closing 
in the town, is the quietest day. 

Oswestry Town Council offers free car 
parking for visitors on Sundays - part of its 
bid to woo more people to the town.

Reminder over dangers Illegal work poses a 
of unsafe gas appliances real threat to health 
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EVERY year thousands of 
people across the UK are 
diagnosed with carbon 
monoxide poisoning which 
can be caused by unsafe cen¬ 
tral heating systems, gas 
cookers or gas fires.

Follow these tips to keep you and 
your family safe: 

Make sure gas appliances have a reg¬ 
ular service and a gas safety check 
every 12 months 

Install an audible carbon monoxide 
alarm. 

Look out for warning signs that your 
gas appliances aren’t working cor¬ 
rectly such as lazy yellow or orange 
flames instead of crisp blue ones, black 
marks on or around the appliance and 
too much condensation in the room 

Make sure only a Gas Safe registered 
engineer works on your gas appliances. 
Illegal gas fitters can put your life at 
risk. Always check the engineer’s Gas 
Safety Register ID card. 


What gas work needs to be done by a 
registered engineer? 

All gas work carried out in your 
home and in certain commercial prem-

ises should be done by a Gas Safe regis¬ 
tered engineer. Gas work includes: 

Installing, repairing or servicing a 
gas boiler 

Installing or repairing a gas fire, gas 
cooker or hob 

Not all gas engineers are qualified to 
do all types of gas work. 

What about DIY? 

Never DIY with gas. You will be put¬ 
ting yourself and your family in serious 
danger from carbon monoxide poison¬ 
ing and gas explosions. 

Are you a Landlord? 

If you are a landlord you have legal 
obligations when it comes to gas safety.

One in three of us trust a tradesman 
to do gas work based purely on the rec¬ 
ommendation of a friend or neighbour 
without checking out their registra¬ 
tion and qualifications first. 

Remember that dangerous gas work 
can be deadly. Badly fitted and poorly 
serviced appliances can cause gas 
leaks, fires, explosions and carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 

Using an illegal gas fitter can end up 
costing you thousands of pounds. 
Worst of all, it could put the lives of 
you, and your loved ones in danger. 

This tragic true story of illegal gas 
work is a reminder to always use a Gas 
Safe registered engineer. 

This is Jan’s story. She said: “I 
started getting heavy nosebleeds and 
severe headaches.” 

In 2007, Jan decided to have an LPG 
gas fire put in her dining room. A gas 
fitter working as an operative for a reg¬ 
istered business quoted them for the 
fire installation on behalf of the busi¬ 
ness, and then had a word in her ear 
that he could do it cheaper as a “for¬ 
eigner”. 

Wanting to save money and believ¬ 
ing he was registered privately Jan 
chose him for the work. 

Soon after the installation, Jan 
began having terrible heavy nose¬ 
bleeds and severe headaches, both of 
which were a mystery to her doctor. 
Little did she know that they were pos- 
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Jan started getting heavy nosebleeds. 


sible symptoms of carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

Jan then started noticing a blacken¬ 
ing of the brickwork on the fireplace. 
After contacting a different engineer, a 
full investigation revealed the gas fire 
was fitted badly and had many danger¬ 
ous faults. 

Like most people, Jan assumed the 
fitter was registered and able to work 
privately because he was registered to 
work on jobs under another business. 
He was in fact working illegally. 

Jan said: “The children were playing 
in the house when he was doing the 
work. He seems to have no conscience 
about the repercussions of his substan¬ 
dard work and could have killed us.” 

It is against the law for anyone to do 
work on gas appliances in the United 
Kingdom, Isle of Man or Guernsey 
unless they are Gas Safe registered. 

If you think someone is working on 
gas illegally, report them to us and we 
will investigate. 

How do I know if the gas fitter I’m 
using is illegal? 


A quarter of a million illegal gas jobs 
are carried out each year. If your gas 
fitter is not Gas Safe registered then 
they are illegal. If your gas engineer is 
qualified and registered to do gas work 
in your home they will be able to show 
your their Gas Safe ID card. 

Not all gas engineers are qualified to 
work on all types of gas appliance. 
Make sure you check the back of their 
ID card to make sure they are qualified 
to do the specific type of gas work you 
need. 

If they work for a Gas Safe registered 
firm during the week and are doing pri¬ 
vate work in their spare time on the 
side, they are also illegal.

Council denies photographs 
signal homes privatisation 


COUNCIL chiefs have denied staff are taking 
photos of local authority houses as the ‘first 
step’ in the privatisation of the properties. 

The claim was made by Oswestry Defend Council Hous¬ 
ing after tenants spotted council workers taking pictures of 
their homes. Shropshire Council is working on plans to set 


up what is known as an 
Arms Length Management 
Organisation (Almo) to run 
its housing service. 

Campaigners fear the 
Almo proposal is the next 
step to the full privatisation 
of the homes. 

Jean Danby from the cam¬ 
paign group said those fears 
heightened after photo¬ 
graphs were taken. 

She said: “People have 
been telling me they have 
seen council workers out 
taking pictures of the prop¬ 
erties. 

Somebody even dropped 
an anonymous letter 
through my letter box 
telling me council workers 
are out valuing the homes so 
the public are worried. 

“I think it is because they 
are valuing the houses to see 
how much they are all worth 
before they go to the Almo. 

“I still think the Almo is a 
step to eventually privatis¬ 
ing the houses or handing 
them over in a transfer. It is 
the first step.” 

This was refuted by 
Shropshire Council chiefs. 

Councillor Mai Price, Cab¬ 
inet member responsible for 
housing said: “We routinely

take photos of council homes 
for a number of reasons. 
The first is that when some¬ 
one moves out of a property 
we take a photograph prior 
to advertising the property 
on Homepoint for re-letting. 

“We also update our infor¬ 
mation on our council homes 
on a regular basis, called a 
stock condition survey. 

He added: “We also take 
photos on an ad hoc basis 
such as when insurance 
claims are made. 

“This is not related to the 
proposed setting up a man¬ 
agement company to run our 
homes but is part of the rou¬ 
tine management and main¬ 
tenance of council homes. 

“It is very important to be 
clear that setting up a man¬ 
agement company to run our 
homes is an entirely differ¬ 
ent proposal to selling off the 
homes to another provider. 

“If the proposals go ahead, 
the council will still own the 
homes, it’s just that landlord 
services would be run as an 
organisation in its own 
right.”

Tracy accesses learning to 
reach for her dream career 


SHE arrived in Oswestry with plans to be a full-time mother and 
housewife. 

Little did she know six years later she would be heading off to university to help her 
become the sole bread-winner for her family. 

Tracy Grattidge, 41, moved to the county from Manchester in 2006 with her new partner 
and young son. But her partner lost his job in 2008. 

He decided to become his own boss but these efforts were hampered as his health dete¬ 
riorated. It was now down to Tracy to take responsibility for the family’s income. 


Tracy knew that she wanted to get the 
future she dreamed of for herself and her 
family without having to rely on the benefits 
system. 

As someone who had worked in offices for 
19 years, she was good with figures, but her 
heart was never fully in that type of work. 

Tracy said she began to realise that kind 
of employment would never provide the suf¬ 
ficient income she wanted for her family. 

She wanted to carve out a career for her¬ 
self in specialising in working with young 
offenders or other vulnerable young adults. 
So she decided she would have to go to uni¬ 
versity. 

“I grew up in a family where no-one went 
to university,” said Tracy. “I was expected to 
leave school and get a job so that’s what I 
did.” 

In 2011, after being out of the employ¬ 
ment market for more than five years, she 
joined the Access to Higher Education (HE) 
Diploma course at Walford and North 
Shropshire College. 

This course is designed for people who 
would like to study in HE but who, for what¬ 
ever reason, left school without the usual 
qualifications. 

It prepares people for university by teach¬ 
ing effective study skills alongside providing 
the necessary academic knowledge. 

“Going to college was a major step for 
me,” she said. “I was apprehensive as it had 
been some time since I was last in a learning 
environment. 



“I was amazed, not only by my own ability 
to learn so much, but by the fact that I 
learned it in such a short time. The lecturers 
were hugely supportive in all my lessons and 
it’s surprising how easy and comfortable I 
found getting back into learning. The sub¬ 
jects were really interesting and the facili¬ 
ties and resources were brilliant.” 

Tracy has now been offered places at both 
Wrexham and Manchester Universities to 
study social work. 

“I believe everyone is born with poten¬ 
tial,” she said. “Young people need to have 
that potential nurtured and be shown the 
options available to them, so they can go on 
and make the most of their lives, just as I 
hope to do. 

“This Access course has been amazing 
and being at the college really builds your 
confidence. I’d recommend it to anyone 
interested in building a new career.”

Armour 
back for 
display 
at castle 

A SUIT of armour has 
returned to Chirk Castle for 
the first time in more than 
60 years as part of a 
£200,000 project. 

A suit made by French 
craftsmen in the 1920s has 
been specially rebuilt at the 
National Trust-owned 
attraction Chirk Castle. 

The original suit was cre¬ 
ated for the 12th richest 
man in Britain, Lord 
Tommy Howard de Walden, 
who lived at the castle near 
Oswestry between the wars. 

It has now been recreated 
as part of a project to cele¬ 
brate a forgotten period in 
the nation’s history. 

Carolyn Latham, from the 
National Trust’s Chirk Cas¬ 
tle, said: “His interest in 
medieval history is obvious 
in the improvements he 
made to the castle and this 
suit of armour he had made 
to measure shows just how 
deep that interest really 
was.” 

His specially commis¬ 
sioned armour was made by 
French artist Felix Joubert 
as a replica of a 15th century 
gothic German suit in the 
early 1920s, and has been 
transported from Dean Cas¬ 
tle in Scotland for the 
Howard de Walden Exhibi¬ 
tion at Chirk Castle. 

The two-year Howard de 
Walden project will see the 
fortress’s East Wing trans¬ 
formed to tell the family’s 
story and is due to be opened 
on September 29.

A mere moment 
of magnificence 


THEY say Shropshire is home to the 
Lake District of the Midlands and what 
they mean by that is that Shropshire has 
a lot of ‘meres’. 

These glacial lakes are the main feature of 
the north of the county. They were formed dur¬ 
ing the Ice Age, about 15,000 years ago, when 
vast sheets of ice covered most of Britain. 

When it melted, large pockets of water were 
formed, especially in Shropshire and neighbouring 
Cheshire. 

A fortnight ago, I was sent by a small production 
company to ‘recce’ the possibility of filming herons 
on The Mere at Ellesmere. I was in luck. Not only 
were there herons around, but there were heron 
chicks. Chicks? Yup in late August the herons of 
Ellesmere had decided on a second brood. 

Whether or not they had lost their first one ear¬ 
lier in the year or they simply thought conditions 
were good enough to try for a second successful 
clutch, there they were, three bundles of fluff in 
the tree-top ‘heronry’. 

Birthplace 

It did of course help that I had the assistance of 
one of the mere’s guardians and all-round natural¬ 
ists, Wendy Salter as well as some nest-side cam¬ 
eras with which to view the birds. However it soon 
became clear that these chicks were at a rather 
advanced state of fledging and if we were to film 
them, then we’d have to be pretty quick about it. 

I called the team and we decided to film within a 
couple of days. But with the next day, came the 
news that there was only one chick left. 

The day after that, the nest was empty. We 
would have to wait for next year to film herons in 
a heronry. 

But be that as it may, The Mere (about as unin¬ 
ventive a name for a mere as a heronry is for a col¬ 
lection of herons) is still a great place to see these 
towering birds. And as anyone who has spent a

mere moment or two looking at the waters of this 
large lake will be aware, it’s not difficult to see 
why. 

There are fish here in abundance. As with 
many fish-predators, including those who are 
fish themselves, their young are born to coincide 
with the annual fish spawning, thereby capitalis¬ 
ing on this natural bounty of food. 

So reliant are herons on fish that they will suf¬ 
fer greatly in harsh winters. 

Before the last two more severe ones, heron 
numbers were on the up. However when food is 
scarce or when juvenile birds decided to try their 
luck away from their birthplace, they can some¬ 
times end up in our gardens. 

This is of course when they run the risk of 
becoming very unpopular indeed. Although a 
simple net will deter most herons from their gold¬ 
fish, some fish keepers prefer to erect a plastic 
heron. 

But as I’ve just mentioned, herons can in fact 
be rather sociable birds - how else do they nest 
successfully together in heronries? 

Therefore a plastic heron will very often serve 
not as a deterrent but as an attractant! 

All in all, if you’re keen to see these magnifi¬ 
cent birds without losing your fantails, lion- 
heads, kois or shubunkins, why not pay 
Shropshire’s Ice Age a return visit?

Shoppers 
scared to 
park, say 
members 

FEARS have been raised by 
councillors in Ellesmere 
that people are becoming too 
scared to come to the town 
because of ‘over-policing’ by 
parking attendants. 

They claim the sight of too 
many attendants is causing 
people, especially the eld¬ 
erly, to become distressed 
and shop elsewhere. They 
are planning to write a letter 
to Shropshire Council to ask 
for a full financial break¬ 
down of how much it costs to 
manage the car parks. 

The issue was raised at a 
meeting of Ellesmere Town 
Council where Councillor 
Ian Ward said car parks were 
‘half empty’ due to the regu¬ 
lar sights of attendants on 
patrol. He said: “We are 
being over policed. It’s over¬ 
kill. If there is not enough 
work for them, then reduce 
the number of staff.” 

Councillor Brian Knight 
said: “A lot of local people are 
very concerned. We are try¬ 
ing to encourage people into 
Ellesmere but people are 
becoming frightened to 
come here.” 

Councillor Alan Clarke, 
mayor of Ellesmere, claimed 
the town was in a very good 
position. He said: “Elles¬ 
mere is a thriving town. We 
only have two empty shops.” 

Controversial parking 
charges were introduced in 
Ellesmere last year when 
the town joined Wem, Whit¬ 
church and Market Drayton 
under the off-street scheme.

As well as outstanding performance the 
Sport Tourer GT Line TomTom models ben¬ 
efit from specially tuned chassis, steering 
and brakes making handling a far better 
experience than on the previous model. 

Built in Spain all models come equipped as 
standard with Brake Assist, ESC (Electronic 
Stability Control) with ASR (Anti-Skid Reg¬ 
ulation) and CSV understeer control, ABS 
and EBD (Electronic Brake Distribution).

The Carminat TomTom navigation sys¬ 
tem is standard on Dynamique TomTom and 
GT Line TomTom models. 

Inside the cabin The Megane is instantly 
recognizable as a Renault with very few 
changes form earlier models so the standard 
of fit and finish is as high as ever with all the 
controls well positioned. 

Boot space is very impressive with 
5241itres with the seats in position increas¬ 
ing to 1,600 litres when the rear seats are 
folded flat. 

Driver and front seat passenger sit com¬ 
fortably on Renault seats that I have always 
found to be some of the best in the business 
and there is plenty of room for three in the 
rear with lots of headroom too. 

A nice touch is the ability to fold the front 
passenger seat for enhanced practicality. 

The test model had heated electric door 
mirrors, 17 inch alloys, aluminium sports 
pedals, chrome roof bars, front fog lights, 
parking camera and rear sensors. 

My main complaint about Renault 
remains the flat key system. There’s some¬ 
thing quite nice about knowing your car 
keys are tucked away in your pocket but 
with this system losing the key is so easy. 

There’s lots of competition in the sport 
tourer segment but the Megane is an afford¬ 
able family estate with remarkable fuel per¬ 
formance figures and enough space to suit 
most needs.

Auto-transmission city car 
is on the way from Seat 


Seat’s Mii city car now has 
added appeal thanks to the 
introduction of an auto¬ 
matic version, even better 
suited to taxing urban traf¬ 
fic. 

The sequential transmission con¬ 
tributes to improved economy, 2.7mpg 
better on average than the Mii Sport, 
which has the same 1.0-litre 75PS 
engine with a manual gearbox. C02 
emissions are slightly lower, too. 

The Mii Auto has an average fuel con¬ 
sumption of 62.8mpg and a 105g/km 
C02 rating, compared to the manual 


equivalent’s 60.1mpgand 108g/km. 

Based on the manual five-speed gear¬ 
box, the automated version does away 
with a manually operated clutch, 
instead utilising an electric motor linked 
to a pair of electromechanical actuators 
to handle gear changes. 

The result is a gearbox with the oper¬ 
ation of a traditional automatic trans¬ 
mission, but with light weight and 
compactness more akin to a manual 
unit; at around 30kg, the entire gearbox 
weighs only 3kg more than the Mii’s 
five-speed manual. 

The gearbox is only available with the 
75PS engine and in SE trim, making Mii 


Auto a standalone model. There are cur¬ 
rently no plans to offer it with the lower- 
powered 60PS engine (with which it 
shares identical average economy and 
C02 figures). 

Performance is only marginally 
affected by the loss of a manually oper¬ 
ated clutch, with the Mii Sport’s 13.2 
second 0-62mph benchmark increased 
slightly to 13.9 seconds in the Mii Auto. 
Top speed remains at 106mph. 

The Mii Auto comes in both three- and 
five-door body styles and is available to 
order now, priced at £10,390 and £10,740 
RRP OTR respectively. The first cars 
will hit the road in early November.

If all those numbers 
finally come up and the 
lottery winnings are 
secure in the bank 
account, one of the first 
things most people would 
look to do is buy a new 
car, writes Bob Hickman. 

What about suggesting a car for 
every day of the week because it does 
appear that this is now possible with 
the latest incarnation of the Mini 
Series. 

The new Mini Roadster isn’t just 
a convertible, because Mini already 
has a four-seater convertible. No, 
the new Mini Cooper cabriolet is 
based on the coupe version but it 
now has the benefit of a soft top 
which can be stored away for open- 
top motoring. 

This, however, is where conven¬ 
tion changes in that this Mini is a 
pure two-seater, it has lost the two 
back seats. There isn’t even space to 
put a small child behind the seat, 
you may be lucky to put a coat or a 
jumper but that is about it. This is 
competition for, dare I say it, the 
ubiquitous Mazda MX-5, even the 
Audi TT, or other pure two-seater 
small cars. 

Mini has attempted to change the 
looks of this vehicle to tempt more 
buyers. After all, when you already 
have a Mini convertible, you need 
something slightly different to make 
people change, and it does have a 
more stylish look. The roof is lower 
and the front windscreen is 
extremely rakish. One big advan¬ 
tage this new vehicle has over its sib¬ 
ling is the fact that it has a very 
useable boot. 

To lower the cabriolet roof you 


up and then an electric motor takes 
it away. This could be an issue for 
some people. My wife, who is not the 
strongest of people, had difficulty 
twisting the mechanism and cer¬ 
tainly more difficulty pushing the 
mechanism up before the electrics 
took over. That said, once the roof 
was stored it was a delightful vehicle 
to drive and to appreciate the joys of 
open-top motoring. 

I was not keen on the roof-up driv¬ 
ing mode, there are an enormous 
amount of blind spots at the rear, 
made worse because you don’t have 
the two rear side windows that the 
four-seater convertible has. How¬ 
ever, with the aid of rear parking 
sensors and time to adapt and be 
careful when reversing, I suppose I 
could live with this. 


The new cabriolet is available 
with three petrol engines with a 
choice of either 121bhp, or 181bhp 
in the Cooper S which was my test 
vehicle. This has an alleged top 
speed of 141mph and a C02 emis¬ 
sions figure of 139g/km so it is never 
going to be in the cheap tax bracket. 
There is also the fire-breathing 
208bhp in the John Cooper Works 
Special. There will be a two-litre 
diesel available, but I suspect the 
Cooper S will be one of the best sell¬ 
ers and it is quite easy to understand 
why. 

The power and the joy of driving 
this vehicle heralds a return to the 
days of the hot-hatch, it really is a 
rewarding vehicle, certainly the 
gear ratios are perfect and the vehi¬ 
cle eagerly leapt forward no matter 
which gear was chosen. 


But the chassis is extremely taut 
and on anything other than a rea¬ 
sonably good surface you feel the 
jolts and jars. It is a very firm ride 
and I don’t really understand why, I 
have been in thousands of vehicles 
that handle superbly without this 
taut, tight suspension. 

The driving dynamics are superb, 
think go-kart if you have ever had 
the privilege of taking one round the 
track and you begin to appreciate 
what the little Mini is like. It holds 
the road extremely well and at all 
times the steering was rewarding. 

There is some bluster and wind 
noise when the roof is in the down 
mode, but that is part of the joy of 
open-top motoring. 

Ambient 

From an interior point of view the 
dashboard is what you expect on a 
Mini. The huge dial in the middle 
has creeping graphics that sneak 
around telling you how fast you are 
going. I love the interior lights that 
give an ambient feel and change 
colour as you are meandering along 
your way. 

I do not like the switchgear on 
Minis, I never have done. There is a 
plethora of‘toggle switches’ and you 
need to put on your glasses to see 
what each one does -they are over 
complicated. 

Out of the two options, the coupe 
or the convertible, I prefer the con¬ 
vertible. I always think that the 
coupe looks as if it should be a tin- 
top convertible, it looks squat 
whereas this little two-seater Road¬ 
ster is a gem, and with prices start¬ 
ing at £18,020 I am convinced that 
yet another Mini success story is 
being written.

“It’s not getting much bet¬ 
ter, pulling out of the league 
is a possibility but we are 
plodding on.” 

A second half of the season 
slump has done little to lift 
the mood in the camp for the 
Friday side, who have lost 
their last two games.

OSWESTRY II began their season 
with a well-deserved 19-16 win 
despite entering the final 10 min¬ 
utes four points and two men 
down.
